2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art taken singly or in combination does not teach or suggest, a method, among 

other things, comprising: 

enabling the hardware accelerator selected from a plurality of hardware accelerators in 
response to one or more address bits and a control command detected within a register within 
the register file that are written by the processing element to identify and request ownership of 
the selected hardware accelerator. 

The closest prior art, Dao et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,275,891) and Giacalone (U.S. Patent 
No. 6,930,689) in combination fails to teach the above feature.
